Frisco Veteran, Smallest of
Pace Followers, Has Been
_ Biking Since 1909

IS A “HARD-LUCK” RIDER

Percy Lawrence, of 8an Francisco,
in one of the wveteran pedal pushers
who looms as a contender for the Amer-
joean motor-paced champlonship this
season. Lawrence has had three
races this year and showed nice form
each time, On Satorday night the
Californian was eredited with a wvie-
tory in the forty-mile event, as he was
leading when rain interfered with the
grind on the twenty-first mile,

It was Lawrence's brilliant  riding
that enabled the California team, Willie
Ianley belng Perey'’s partner, to win
out in the fifty-mile race, Lawrence
wag on the track for about thirty-five
miles, glving Hanley a comfortable
lead over the other three teams, .and
then I'vrf‘]s' went in, staging a strong
finish in the last five miles,

front in the American champlonship
declded at Revers Beach, Masa., leading
on the thirtieth mile by foup Japs when
a punetured tire forced him to change
biker.
